On Thursday, January 30, 2014, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of 
Lieutenant Todd Weber, Sergeant Brenda Gibson, and Sergeant Romeo Ingreso 
responded to a command post in Santa Clarita Station’s jurisdiction, regarding an on- 
duty hit shooting. Suspect Steven Burke Pettersen sustained twelve gunshot wounds 
(chest, abdomen, back, extremities, and head). Suspect Pettersen later died. Deputies 
were not injured during the incident. 


Detectives Timothy O’Quinn and Steven Lankford from the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department's Homicide Bureau arrived and assumed control of the shooting 
investigation. For further information, refer to the Homicide case book under Uniform 
Reporting Number 014-01291-0613-013 [EXHIBIT A]. 


IAB Lieutenant Weber checked to see that the Watch Commander, Sergeant Jeffrey J. 
Curran, took reasonable steps to ensure the involved and witness personnel did not 
discuss the incident among themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being 
interviewed by the assigned investigators. Lieutenant Weber also ensured that 
Sergeant Curran knew that the involved and witness personnel should not collectively 
consult with their representative. In addition, Lieutenant Weber checked to see if 
Sergeant Curran attempted to have the involved and witness personnel gather in the 
company of a supervisor until they provided a statement to the assigned investigators. 


SYNOPSIS 
On January 30, 2014, between 2010 hours and 2018 hours, Santa Clarita desk 
personnel received several emergency calls regarding a suspect who was running in 


and out of traffic attacking citizens with a large spear. A call for service was generated 
at 2014 hours under Tag #311 [EXHIBIT A, page 76 and EXHIBIT E]. 
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Deputies Luis R. Cabrera and Edgar G. Quintana were working Unit 63B in a marked 
Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department patrol vehicle. Deputy Quintana was the 
driver and Deputy Cabrera was his front passenger. The deputies worked together 
frequently for two years. In addition, the deputies talked about how they would handle 
various situations. Since Deputy Quintana carried a TASER, he was tasked with 
deploying less lethal weapons while Deputy Cabrera communicated via the radio and 
deployed lethal weapons as needed. The deputies were out of the radio car at a 7- 
Eleven located at the intersection of Sierra Highway and Soledad Canyon Road when 
several citizens approached. The citizens told the deputies a man with a spear, wearing 
underwear and a gray shirt, was impeding traffic nearby. The deputies re-entered the 
radio car, and Deputy Quintana drove out of the parking lot onto Sierra Highway, 
heading northbound to search for the suspect [TRANSCRIBED INTERVIEWS, 
INVOLVED EMPLOYEE LUIS R. CABRERA JR.’S HOMICIDE INTERVIEW, pages 2- 
6; INVOLVED EMPLOYEE LUIS R. CABRERA JR.’S IAB INTERVIEW, pages 7 and 
8; INVOLVED EMPLOYEE EDGAR G. QUINTANA'S HOMICIDE INTERVIEW, pages 
1-3; and INVOLVED EMPLOYEE EDGAR G. QUINTANA'S IAB INTERVIEW, pages 
3, 4, 8, and 9]. 


Deputy Cabrera checked the waiting incidents in the Mobile Digital Computer and saw 
the unassigned traffic hazard call. A citizen at a nearby gas station directed Deputy 
Quintana toward Shangri-La Drive and Soledad Canyon Road. Sheriff's 
Communications Center personnel requested a unit to respond Code 3 (emergency 
lights and siren) to the location. Deputy Cabrera acknowledged the request. Deputies 
Quintana and Cabrera were granted the authorization to respond Code 3. Deputy 
Quintana activated his ambers and drove westbound on Soledad Canyon Road toward 
Shangri-La Drive. When Deputy Quintana saw the suspect, he activated his emergency 
lights without the siren, and drove slowly toward the suspect. The suspect was in the 
number one lane of the westbound traffic. The traffic conditions in the westbound lanes 
were not as heavily congested as the traffic conditions in the eastbound lanes. As 
Deputy Quintana drove toward the suspect, he (the suspect) moved toward the north 
sidewalk on Soledad Canyon Road west of Shangri-La Drive. When the suspect 
stopped moving, Deputy Quintana stopped the radio car, which was in the intersection 
of Shangri-La Drive and Soledad Canyon Road. The radio car was approximately 10 to 
20 feet away from the suspect. The intersection had adequate lighting 
[TRANSCRIBED INTERVIEWS, INVOLVED EMPLOYEE LUIS R. CABRERA JR.'S 
HOMICIDE INTERVIEW, pages 5-7; INVOLVED EMPLOYEE LUIS R. CABRERA 
JR.'S IAB INTERVIEW, pages 9-11; INVOLVED EMPLOYEE EDGAR G. 
QUINTANA'S HOMICIDE INTERVIEW, pages 4-6; EMPLOYEE EDGAR G. 
QUINTANA'S IAB INTERVIEW, pages 10-16]. 


Deputy Cabrera exited the radio car with his weapon drawn and sought cover behind 
the front passenger side door. As Deputy Quintana exited the radio car, the suspect 
jogged toward the deputies as he held the spear above his head with both hands. The 
suspect pointed the spear in the direction of the deputies and yelled, "Kill me, kill me!" 
The spear was approximately four to five feet long. 
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Deputy Cabrera retreated to the rear passenger side of the radio car as he pointed his 
weapon at the suspect. Deputy Quintana un-holstered his weapon and retreated to the 
rear of the radio car. The suspect stopped jogging when he reached the hood of the 
radio car. Deputies Cabrera and Quintana confirmed the plan of action. Deputy 
Quintana re-holstered his weapon and removed the TASER. The deputies then sought 
cover behind the front passenger side door. The suspect was within 6 to 10 feet of the 
deputies as he alternated between holding the spear over his right shoulder to down by 
his right side. Deputies Quintana and Cabrera ordered the suspect several times to 
drop the spear, but he failed to comply. The suspect moved away from the deputies 
toward the center island, and yelled at citizens as he paced back and forth near the 
vehicles stopped in the number one eastbound traffic lanes. Deputy Cabrera advised 
via the portable radio that he was detaining the suspect at gunpoint. In addition, Deputy 
Cabrera requested a unit with a Stun Bag Shotgun to respond, as well as units for traffic 
control [TRANSCRIBED INTERVIEWS, INVOLVED EMPLOYEE LUIS R. CABRERA 
JR.’S HOMICIDE INTERVIEW, pages 7-11; INVOLVED EMPLOYEE LUIS R. 
CABRERA JR.’S IAB INTERVIEW, pages 12-16; INVOLVED EMPLOYEE EDGAR G. 
QUINTANA’S HOMICIDE INTERVIEW, pages 7-10; INVOLVED EMPLOYEE EDGAR 
G. QUINTANA’S IAB INTERVIEW, pages 16-22]. 


IAB Note: At the time of this incident, Santa Clarita Valley Station had a 
total of 10 Stun Bag Shotguns available for use by patrol 
personnel. There were 16 field units listed on the PM shift In- 
Service dated January 30, 2014 [MISCELLANEOUS 
DOCUMENTS]. This investigator checked the Deputy Daily 
Worksheets of all the PM shift units working during this 
incident. Units 62, 62T1, 64A, 65, and 66B listed Stun Bag 
Shotguns on their respective logs. 


The suspect walked toward the occupants (Witnesses (J and ЕШШ of a 
Black PT Cruiser and struck the driver's side passenger window of the Black PT Cruiser 
with the spear. The PT Cruiser was stopped in the number one lane of eastbound 
traffic on Soledad Canyon Road. Deputy Quintana ordered the suspect to stop, as he 
pointed the TASER at the suspect, and walked toward him with Deputy Cabrera. The 
suspect walked away from the PT Cruiser, raised the spear over his head, and ran 
toward Deputy Cabrera. Deputy Cabrera ordered the suspect to "drop it," but he failed 
to comply. Fearing for his safety and the safety of others, Deputy Cabrera fired four to 
five rounds from his Department issued Smith and Wesson M&P, semiautomatic pistol 
at the suspect's center mass. Deputy Cabrera was six to eight feet from the suspect 
during this shooting incident [TRANSCRIBED INTERVIEWS, INVOLVED EMPLOYEE 
LUIS R. CABRERA JR.'S HOMICIDE INTERVIEW, pages 12-16 and 18; INVOLVED 
EMPLOYEE LUIS R. CABRERA JR.'S IAB INTERVIEW, pages 16-24; INVOLVED 
EMPLOYEE EDGAR G. QUINTANA'S HOMICIDE INTERVIEW, pages 10-14; 
INVOLVED EMPLOYEE EDGAR G. QUINTANA'S IAB INTERVIEW, pages 23-25]. 
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Deputy Quintana’s position was southeast of Deputy Cabrera. After Deputy Quintana 
heard the first volley of gunshots, he moved five to six feet behind the suspect where he 
deployed the TASER on the suspect's right side. The TASER was ineffective. The 
deputies moved in an easterly direction and the suspect again advanced toward Deputy 
Cabrera with the spear. Deputy Cabrera fired an additional four to five rounds from his 
weapon at the suspect’s center mass. Deputy Cabrera was within six to seven feet 
from the suspect at the time of this shooting incident. The suspect dropped the spear 
and turned toward Deputy Quintana as he held a knife in his left hand above his head. 
Fearing for his safety, Deputy Quintana dropped the TASER, removed his Department 
issued Smith and Wesson M&P, semiautomatic pistol from his holster, and fired three 
rounds at the suspect's torso. Deputy Quintana was approximately four feet from the 
suspect during this shooting incident. The suspect fell to the ground onto his back and 
held the knife in his left hand above his head. Deputy Cabrera advised via radio that a 
deputy involved shooting occurred and requested assisting units and paramedics to the 
scene. The deputies held the suspect at gunpoint until he stopped moving. The field 
sergeant, Witness Allen, arrived on scene after the shooting. Witness Allen removed 
the knife from the suspect's hand and rendered aid to the suspect [TRANSCRIBED 
INTERVIEWS, INVOLVED EMPLOYEE LUIS R. CABRERA JR.'S HOMICIDE 
INTERVIEW, pages 16-22; INVOLVED EMPLOYEE LUIS R. CABRERA JR.'S IAB 
INTERVIEW, pages 24-31; INVOLVED EMPLOYEE EDGAR G. QUINTANA'S 
HOMICIDE INTERVIEW, pages 15-19; INVOLVED EMPLOYEE EDGAR G. 
QUINTANA'S IAB INTERVIEW, pages 25-36]. 


Most of the witnesses on scene saw the suspect advance toward the deputies with an 
object in his hand, which was described as a spear, stake, hockey stick, piece of iron, 
metal bar, pipe, stick, crow bar, metal rod, and thing [TRANSCRIBED INTERVIEWS, 
WITNESSES 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S LETTER OF OPINION 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's 
Office reviewed the shooting of Steven Burke Pettersen, by Deputies Luis R. Cabrera 
Jr. and Edgar G. Quintana. In their letter of opinion [EXHIBIT B], dated January 7, 
2015, Deputy District Attorney Gretchen Ford concluded Deputies Cabrera and 
Quintana acted lawfully in self-defense and in defense of others.

Their description of the scene was consistent 
with IAB Investigator's observations. The scene was also photographed by the 
aforementioned Sheriffs Crime Lab personnel [EXHIBIT F]. 


WEAPON USED BY DEPUTY CABRERA 


Deputy Cabrera fired ten rounds of Department issued 9 millimeter ammunition from his 
Department issued Smith and Wesson M&P, semiautomatic pistol. 


The firearm was examined by Deputy Ivan N. Chavez of the Scientific Services, 
Firearms Identification Section and found to be functional [EXHIBIT A, page 68]. Ten 
fired 9 millimeter Luger cartridge casings were recovered at the scene [EXHIBIT A, 
pages 58, 59, and 63].

WEAPON USED BY DEPUTY QUINTANA 


Deputy Quintana fired three rounds of Department issued 9 millimeter ammunition from 
his Department issued Smith and Wesson M&P, semiautomatic pistol. The firearm was 
examined by Deputy Ivan N. Chavez of the Scientific Services, Firearms Identification 
Section and found to be functional [EXHIBIT A, page 68]. Three fired 9 millimeter
